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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on September 27, 2006 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of U.S. Patent No. 6,706,100 has been reviewed and is accepted. The 
terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This 
application teaches a second aqueous ink for an ink jet recording apparatus used with a 
first aqueous ink containing at least one dye as a coloring material, the second aqueous 
ink comprising the same dye as the at least one of the dyes in the first aqueous ink 
wherein the second aqueous ink has a same color tone as the first aqueous ink, the 
second aqueous ink has a lower dye content than the dye content of the first aqueous 
ink, and a degree of fading of an image produced with the second aqueous ink is the 
same as or lower than a degree of fading of an image produced with the first aqueous 
ink. The only rejection remaining in the case is an obviousness type double patenting 
rejection over U.S. Patent No. 6,706,100, however, this rejection has been overcome by 
the filing of a terminal disclaimer. Accordingly, this application is allowable.
